or earn extra credits. 
Any- high school student 

\ in the area may enroll for 
the summer courses, al- 
though students from outside 
the district must have the 
consent of the school they 
attend if they wish to earn 
credits.' Bcrnark Fosmark, 
in charge of the summer pro- 
gram, said that students arc 
enrolled from Carnicl, Ke- 
nosha. Chicago, and. one 

• from Florida. 

Lawrence Eggleston, for- 
merly in charge of the pro- 

~7gram,- has left to -assume 

/ the dutles~pf principal of Mo- 
mence High School. Fifteen 
^teachers arc involved in the 
summer school programs. 

Of the 358 pupils, 17O arc 
taking academic courses! 133 
arc enrolled in Driver Train- 
ing and Safety Education, 
and 55 arc students who will 



enter high school this fall 
and arc taking Developmen- 
tal. Heading. 

The 55 freshmen have 
been advised by counsellors 
to take the extra course so 
that they can cope with high 
school studies. Buses pick 
tip and return these students^ 
and any others whose homes 
arc close enough to use the 
bus stations necessary for 
the Reading students. 

School hours arc 8 a.m. to 
10 a.m. and 10:10 a.m. to 
12:10 p.m. The Heading 
courses, runs eight weeks. 
through August 0, the rest of 
the studies last for 6 weeks, 
ending August 1.

The x-ray unit will be at 
010 Main St. in Antioch, In 
front of (he V & S Hardware 
Store, from 1 p.m. to 1 p.m., 
and 5 to 8:30 p.m. on June 28 
and 20. 

Any person 10 years of age 
or oder is eligible to have a 
chest x-ray which can dls-> 
cover tuberculosis, heart dis- 
ease, cancer and other rcs : 
piratory conditions. \ 

Procedure , for a person 
who wants an x-ray is to go 
(0 the unit, register, .remove 
coat and 'jewelry, empty 
pockets of blouse or shirt 
and step in front uf tile x-ray 
machine. 

Later the film is developed 
and interpreted, the report 
is coded, and the individual 
report is sent to the person 
x-rayed within 3 to -I weuk.v 

Negative x - ray reports 
from the Mobile Unit may be 
presented to the Health De- 
partment for health permits. 

The x-rays arc paid for 
through the . purchase of 
Christmas Seals - in Lake 
County and no solicitation -Is 
made at the time of x-raying.

Another factor that show- 
ed up iu the audit, Cain said, 
is that "property owners in 
the village of Antioch pay 
their real estate taxes better 
than those in the county at 
largc^. ^l'he percentage of 
noh-collccl ibIe~1aXcs"is lower 
iu Antioch .than the county 
wide-percentage: - 



over the village audit. Cain 
said, two systems iiad .been 
used in the audit tradition- 
ally, a modified accrual sys- 
tem to show the financial 
position and a cash basis for 
income and expense. The 
bookkeeping and audit would 
be "more correct if one sys- 
tem were used throughout. 
Cain ' recommended that 
Water and Sewer Bookkeep- 
ing, which has been kept as 
a separate account iu the 
past, be kept ih one fund.

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STRICT RULES GUIDE 
LAWYERS' CONDUCT 

You irtny bV tuny not have 
icacl or hoard a report that 
a lawyer has been charged" 
with "unethical and unpro- 
foMHlonal condnot" with ref- 
erence lo \\\n law practice. 
When one considers .the. 
many thousands or lawyers 
that are currently engaged 
In the practice of law in Tlli- 
nnis, Iii** numhei' of these 
occurrences is extremely, 
small. This adverse publicity 
is often the only tiling that 
non-lawyers lioar about the 
elides of the Utgal profession, 
and then in a negative sense. 
People who abide hy the 
rules of (heir profession or 
occupation usually do nol 
make newsworthy stories, 

What many people do- nol 
realize ■■■'"( hat strict , rules of 
Conduct -are i in posed lipon 
attorneys by what are known 
as Ihe "Canons of Profes- 
sional Millies." The Illinois 
Slate liar Association has 
canons of ethics which lis 
members inusl observe, .and 
(he Illinois Supreme Court 
has sirijed many times- that 
lawyers may lie, subject to 
professional discipline for 
not Observing those canons. 
The codes of elides are po- 
liced and enforced largely 
by" the lawyers themselves 
and violation of them may 
lead lo professional disci- 
pline such as disbarment or 
suspension from the practice 
of law. - 

Let us consider several of 
the- -more- significant canons, 
of the Illinois Stale Bar As- 
sociation so that the readers 
may appreciate the frame- 
work within which ihe law- 
yer is supposed to conduct 
his practice. 4, 

Influencing Decisions 

A, lawyer is not allowed to 
atlempt In exert personal In- 
fluence on a court and may 
not approach a judge outside 
of court fou^t he purpose of 
obtaining the judge's views 
or Influencing Ills opinions 
on matters before him ' in 
court. 

~Defonso of Criminals 

II is the right of a lawyer 
to 'undertake the defense or 
the accused so that innocent 
persons, victims only or sus- 
picious circumstances, are 
not denied a proper defense. 
If Ihe lawyer refused to de- 
fend those* be thought- guilty, 
he would he acting as judge 
and jury before ihe trial: 

Kurt her, having agreed to 
defend Ihe accused, the law- 
yer is bound to utilize by 
fair means all defenses 
which are available under 
the law. On Ihe oilier hand, 
the public prosecutor's pri- 
mary concern is not to con- 
vict (he* accused, but rather 
In see (hat justice is done.

Conflicting Interests • 

A lawyer may nol repre- 
sent two or more parlies in

sent to continue In the mat- 
ter as their attorney. A law- 
yer may not represent 11 
client in a matter.; which 
would require htm to divulge 
or make use of Information 
which was revealod to him In 
confidence by a former 

client. 

Confidential Information 

Probably no other section 
of the Canons is of greater 
importance to the preserva- 
tion of t the dignity of the 
legal profession than that 
which requires a lawyer to 
guard scrupulously the facts 
revealed to , him in. confi- 
dence by his client. Neither

PROTECTING YOUR 
REPUTATION 

If you were to receive a 
letter from an old* enemy 
accusing you of a serious 
crime, and you could readily 
prove your innocence, would 
you wlp iii a libel suit against 
the writer? 

The answer Is "no" — not 
unless copies .of the letter 
were sent by the writer to 
somone other than yon or 
were read by a third parly, 
even by accident. Under 
Ilinois law, a defamation can- 
not occur until the remark 
or. writing is communicated 
to someone other than the 
person spoken of or written 
about. ____ 

In other words, you can 
say what you wish to some- 
one in private, but not in 
public or where others can 
lieav. The law protects only 
our reputation, nol our feel- 
.lugs. 

Defamation 

The word "defamation" 
means speaking or writing 
falsely or maliciously, about 
another person in siich a way 
that it tends to injure bis 
good reputation or hold him 
up to public ridicule or 
hatred. . A written defama- 
tion is "libel", and a spoken 
one is "slander." 

Or the two, libel is consid- 
ered _to he more serious be- 
cause the written word is 
more permanent. -Not only 
words, but photographs and 
statements broadcast over 
radio have been held by 
some courts to be libelous 
rather than slanderous. 
Privileges 

In certain cases when it is - 
in the public interest, the 
courts have held that defam- 
atory statements can be com- 
municated without risk of a 
law suit. This protection Is 
known in legal language as 
a "privilege." 

You are acting under u 
privilege when you report 
your suspicions of crime to 
a policeman, or testfiy in 
court as to someone's wrong: 
fid conduct, or criticize those 
who hold public office. 
Truth: A Defense? 

The fact that a, statement 
is true may nol always be a 
good defense- in an action 
for libel or slander. Illinois' 
law also requires that the 
statement be made with good 
motives or for justifiable 
ends. 

If you make a slanderous' 
statement for the purpose of 
injuring a competitor's busi- 
ness or reputation, you 
would be legally wrong even 
if the Information Is correct. 
Illinois law does not condone 
the poison pen letter which 
seeks only malicious ends 
rather than the public good,

THE LAW OF WAR: 
MILITARY JUSTICE , 

Separate systems of law 
for the regulation of armed 
forces have been in existence 
since the beginning of hu- 
man history. . The ancient 
Persians, ^Greeks^ and Ro- 
mans all had organized arm- 
ies which used legal systems 
separate and apart from their 
regular civilian legal insti- 
tutions. This custom of spe- 
cialized military law has con- 
tinued to the present time 
and — Is - now— found-in -the 
United States Uniform Code 
of Military Justice. 

The basis for military jus- 
tice in the American legal 
system is found in our Con- 
stitution which provides that 
Congress shall have the au< 
thority "to - make rules for 
the government and regula- 
tion of., the land and naval 
forces;"— The-Unlform-Code 
of-^Military—Justicc— was_en-_ 
acted under tills authority 
and this same Code applies 
to all branches of the' armed 
forces. The Code covers all 
phases of criminal law,. but 
docs not govern property 
rights, suits for damages, and 
similar private matters which 
are left to the civilian 
courts. 



CoUrff'Martlal 

Military Justice Is adminis- 
tered primarily through 
courts-martial. There are 
three types of courts-martial: 
the summary court-martlal 
which consists of one officer; 
the special court -martial 
which consists qf at least 
three .officers; and the gen- 
eral court-martial which con- 
sists of at least five officers. 

The members of a court- 
martial function -as both 
judge and jury and reach de- 
cisions by-vole after-bearing 
the evidence, Knlislod men 
may require that the cdurl 
trying them. Include enlisted 
men,- otherwise only officers 
sit "on' equrts-hiai:lia1; The 
members of Ihe court are al- 
ways superior In military) 
rank to the person being 
tiled; 

He fore 0. person Is brought 
before a court-martial for a 
serious offense; the mailer is 
first examined by an inde- 
pendent investigating officer. 

The investigation . is simi- 
lar -to, ^a civilian, grand jury, 
except that under military 
law the person being Investi- 
gated has a right to part he- 
pate In the investigation, 
while Civilinn grand jury pro- 
ceedings are usually secret. 
After investigation, the 
charges are either dropped 
or. referred to a eourf-niar- 
tial for trial. , 

The . procedure of a court- 
martial is similar to a civilian 
criminal, trial. The accused 
is assumed to be innocent 
and the charges must be 
proved beyond a reasonable 
doubt before guilt can be es- 
tablished. The accused is en- 
titled to- counsel may cross- 
examine the witnesses a- 
gainst him. and present Ills 
own. witnesses.. He does not 
have to testify, but may if 
he so wishes. 

In military trials for ser- 
ious offenses^ the accused is 
furnished counsel at govern- 
ment expense, lie-may select 
without charge any readily 
available military person as 
counsel. He may also engage 
civilian counsel ' of Ids own 
choosing at Ids own expense. 

In the event of conviction, 
the. record 1-of-triaL-iwil I be 
carefully reviewed by higher 
military authorities w ii 
function similarly to civilian 
appeal courts. The accused 
is entitled to government 
furnished counsel for these 
appeals. At each level of 
appeal the sentence may be 
reduced or eliminated, but 
can nevcrbe increased. 

In addition to £ourts-mar- 
tlal, the armed services main- 
tain discipline through pun- 
ishments imposed by com- 
manding officers -without for- 
mal trial. This is known ni 
non-judicial punishment and 
is strictly limited to certain 
minor offenses and punish- 
ments. Depending upon the 
exact circumstances, the ac- 
cused person usually may re- 
fuse non-judicial punishment 
by demanding a trial by 
court-martlal.

ALFALFA —Usually sold 
In tablet form, alfalfa prod- 
ucts for arthritics contain 
three grains of aspirin and a 
half grain of finely ground 
alfalfa leaf. The alfalfa con-! 
lent has no value to humans, 
artl,ir}ti,c, or not, .Neverthe- 
less, such "glorified" aspirins 
arc often sold for 10 times 
the price of regular aspirin. 

BOTTLED MEDICINE — 
For arthritics who, favor 
medicine from bottles, there 
arc a number to ' choose 
from. Most arc the same 
patent medicines peddled by 
quacks a century ago. They 
contain herbs, fruits and 
vegetable juices suspended 
in water, glycerine or alco- 
hol. One popular brand con- 
tains vitamin Bl plus, more 
alcohol thanyou'd-find in a 
bottle of French brandy — 
but at triple the price. 

If you're an arthritic, don't 
waste your time, money and 
health on such worthless 
products with exaggerated 
claims: 

1. Be suspicious of any 
product that promises an ab- 
solute cure for arthritis. The 
cure is still unknown. ■ — . 

2. Remember: Arthritis 
symptoms often come and 
go suddcnly/ x Symptoms that 
become less noticeable while 
you're using, a product may 
not.be due to the product at 
all..,- * 

3. Don't buy any product^ 
drug or device without-con- 
sulting your family doctor 
about its value:' 

4. Most, important, remem- 
ber that time -is essential in 
the treatment of arthritis.

-The questions oh smoking 
will be In addition to the 
monthly employment survey 
conducted for the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, U. S. Depart- 
ment of. Labor Questions will 
be asked in selected house- 
holds of 357. sample areas of 
the. nation. 

The questions on smoking, 
which are sponsored by. the 
U. s: Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, will 
be asked of all persons 17 
years old or over, to deter- 
mine if the person has smok- 
ed at least 100 cigarettes In 
his' life; If he smokes cigar 
cttcs now; how many a day; 
if lie smoked cigarettes three 
years ago, and *if so,. how 
many' a day at' that time. 

Persons also will be asked 



if they have quit- smoking 
cigarettes for two weeks or 
longer during the last three 
years, and what was the long- 
est period of abstinence from 
cigarettes during tho last 
three years. 
In addition, males will be 



asked about cigar and pipe 
smoking habits at the pres- 
ent and over the last three 
years. Information obtained 
from individuals by the ,cen« 
sus Bureau Is confidential- by
